ARK LANPHEAR of St. Paul, 
Minn,, president of the Min- 
nesota bridge unit, sent me to- 
_ day's lesson hand. Park wrote

Park suggested that I include 
in my lesson hands a few for 
the real beginner at bridge, such 
ns today’s hand. Although this 
hand {5 almple, it does provide a 
good lesson for the beginner, 


Regardless of the method of bid- 
ding you use, you should have 
no trouble in arriving at six no 
trump. There is no problem on 
the first irick; it can be won in 
elther hand. Now the beginner 
may cash out three’ spade tricks, 
three heart tricks and three club 
tricks, . before starting on the 
diamond sult. 

It {9 obvious that declarer 
must win three diamond tricks 
to make his contract, and he 
cannot get them until he 
knocks out the ce of diamonds. 
He has alt of the high dinmonds 
in the deck to do it Avith, so he 

. should lead dinmonds. If the 
opponents do not win the first 
one, he Ieads another diamond. 
If they do not win the second, 
he tends the ‘third. 

Of course, If they do not win 
that one, he has his three dia-~ 
mond tricks and he can then go 
nhead and cash the three spades, 
three hearts and the other two 
clubs, which give him twelve 
tricks for the small slam. .
